We have splen- 
did Fair Grounds, very well improved, 
with nearly a mile track, not inferior to 
any inthe South. Our buildings are 
new and commodious.

MINEs OF THE f£TATE.—The 
gold mines of this State, which were 


once so highly estimated, and underwent 
so sudden a decay during the California 
excitement, are again drawing atten- 
tion. The sulphates in the ore were for 
a long time considered most objection- 
able. We believe that experience has 
proven that all endeavors to remove 
the sulphates have resulted in the pre~ 
cipitation of such quantities of iron with 
the precious metals, as to render the 
apparently most simplest process greatly 
more intricate. But that 1s not what 
we have to say. Our mines are again 
attracting attention. The journals pub- 
lished in the auriferoas regions are just 
in their dealings with the owners, we 
know, but not quite enough. We are 
ready to aid them in driving speculators 
from the market, and in establishing an 
industry for the tuture. Let us all put 
our shoulders to the golden wheel, and 
drag old North Carolina out of the 
stygian bog in which she has been 
wandering for lo! these many years. 


A NEEDED INNovaTion.—We hope 
that the new Postmaster in making his 


improvements, will see to it that the 
present outfit for transporting the mails, 
as well as the agents, to and fro, be- 
tween the office and depot, is gotten 
up in a better style than the present 
dray with a starving steed and slow 
movements, which takes from a quarter 
to half an hour to put in appearance at 
the post office from the depot after 
the moment when the train ar- 
rives. Webhave no choice as to who 
may be put in. : 

Time saved in the delivery of the 
mails is money to onr business citizens ; 
and the large number who sometimes 
congregate and await the opening of 
the same, are not waitin on the eflicient 
corps of clerks inside, but on that 
tine lost, which lack of oats and lots of 
mud have caused through the shambly, 
speediess Rosenaute that now walks 
from the depot to the office. 


PAVING THE STREETS.—The many 
improvements going on in our city sug. 
guest that dirt, with morter, a/ias mud 


—good Heavens preserve the Spring 
pants of seranading swains—that a 
iittle fire, mingled with the other in- 
gredients makes a durable sidewalk ; 
and further that the great geologist has 
furnished us in abundance with another 
material, even more durable than Egyp- 
tian straw and brick, for macadamizing 
purposes ; and turther that it might be 
a saving to use more stone and less dirt 
on the streets of Raleigh, where that 
article ot commerce is already so plen- 
tiful. Economy and duravility however, 
should be the two guiding stars in this 
improvement. We think that we 
speak the desiresof our people, that it 
may be done ; but to give a job to any 
one, and have a swindle on the city ? 
why, not for Joseph if he knows it !” 


EscaPED JAIL.—Tuesday about 12 
M., Ben Jones made good his escape 


from the jail in this city. At the time 
of the escape, Ben was doing police 
duty in the kitchen yard, when, by some 
means, he managed to give the jailer the 
slip, and up to the present time, has not 
been recaptured. Ben was incarcerated 
about a month ago on the charge of 
stealing some harness from Dunn’s 
Livery Stable. This is the fifth escape 
in the past few morths, and it really 
seems that gross negligence can be with 


‘propriety charged upon the colored 


jailor, Turner Evans. These repeated 
escapes should be investigated and 
steps taken to put 4 stop to them. 
Sheriff Lee has been absent some weeks, 
and we hope when he returns he will 
look into the matter. |

Board of City Commissioners held a 


regular monthly meeting. Mayor Whit- 
aker presided and Commissioners Bat- 
tle, Dunston, Ellison, Gorman, Johnson, 
Prairie, Stronach and Upchurch were 
present. 

The Committee appointed at the last 
meeting in reference to the obstruction 
of Morgan str submitted a lengthy 
report and pfopdsed that the street be 
extended on to Boylan street. 

The Tax Collector stated that accurd- 
ing to a decision of the Supreme Court 
no credits were to be taxed, and asked 
permission to refund such taxes as had 
already been collected. 

The following gentlemen were ap« 
pointed to assess the damages of che 
extension of Morgan street: Messrs. 
D. L. Royster, Thomas Jenkins, Thomas 
Briggs, H.C. Jones and Oscar Alston. 

On motion of Mr. Battle, the Assessors 
were directed not to act until the bridge 
is finished, 

The qvestion of widening Peace 
street was next discussed. 

On motion of Mr. Battle the fences 
on the property of Messrs. N. S. Harp 
and R. K. Ferrell, were directed to be 
moved back. Messrs. D.L . Royster, T. 
S. Jenkins, G. T. Stronach, Handy 
Lockhart and R. H. Battle, Jr., were 
chosen Assessors to assess the damages. 

On motion of Mr. Prairie, a Commit- 
tee was appointed to consider damages 
to certain property-holders in the open- 
ing of Swain street. Messrs. Prairie, 
Battle and Gorman was appointed as 
said Committee. 

On motion of Commissioner Stron- 
ach, a Committee of three were ap- 
pointed to take into consideration the 
extensicn of Blount street. The chair 
appointed Messrs. Stronach, Elison and 
Johnson, as said Committee. 

On motion of Mr. Prairie, Dr. W. J. 
Hawkins, President ot the R. & G. R. 
R., was ordered to grade West street 
where it is intersected by Lane street. 

On motion of Mr. Prairie, the matter 
of refunding taxes collected on credits, 
was referred to the City Attorney, re- 
questing that officer to submit a report 
thereon at the next meeting of the 
Board, 

Mr. Battle moved to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to see that the recent 
order of the Board in reference to re- 
pairs by the N.C. R. R. and R. & G. 
R. R. Companies be carried out. The 
committee was appointed, and Messrs. 
Battle, Johnson and Prairie were ap- 
pointed by the chair. 

The list of delinquent.city tax-pay- 
ers was read by the clerk. The Tax 
Collector was ordered to proceed to sell 
the town lots of the delinquents ac- 
cording to law. 

The clerk read a statement of the ex- 
penses of the city for the present month, 
which, in the aggregate, amounts to 
$2,077.06. 

On motion of Mr. Gorman, the ac- 
counts were allowed. | 

The resignation of Joseph Watson, 
as Captain of the Night Watch, was 
read and accepted. 

On motion of Mr. Prairie. the Mayor 
was authorized to fill the vacancy. 

On motion of Mr. Gorman, the Mayor 
was authorized to fill the vacancy in the 
night police caused by the resignation 
of Robert Wyche. 

Several petitions in reference to va- 
rious matters were read but no action 
taken on them. 

Ellison, col., stated that several mem- 
bers of the police force were complained 
of by citizens of both colors for contin- 
ued drunkenness. He desired to see a 
stop put to this thing. There were 
plenty of good men who would be glad 
to get the place, and would discharge 
their duty taithfuily, &e. 

Mr: Prairie moved the appointment 
of a committee of three to take into 
consideration the propriety of procur- 
ing another house tor the accommoda- 
tion of the Hook and Ladder truck. 
The motion was put to a vote and car- 
ried. The chair appointed as said 
committee Messrs, Prairie, Gorman and 
Stronach. 

On motion the Board adjourned to 
meet on Monday evening.

NEW YoRK, March 26.—Marshal 
Magruder, wbo shot wita intent to kill, 
was sentenced to ten years hard labor.

The steamer Crescent City was sold 
at auction and brought sixty thousand 
dollars.

Antonio Zambrana, a member of the 
Cuban Congress, has arrived here and 
reports the insurgents as having an 
abundance of arms and in good 
spirits. They are making steady 
progress in the Eastern Department, 
and will very soon compel the Spaniards 
to wholly withdraw from the Depart- 
ment. Zambrana secretly left the 
Island in an open boat. 

Bridget McShenan was found dead in 
u tenament house on Friday on Scam- 
mel street. It provesthat she was mur- 
dered by another woman named Mc- 
Nentel, in a brutal drunken brawl by the 
latter, fracturing the former’s skull 
with a bottle. 

A child was burned to death in the 
same tenament house on the same 
night. 

It has not been definitely decided to 
send [rain to an asylum. He said yess 
terday that he should quietly submit if 
the outrage was attempted, trusting to 
the people to right the wrong. He 
added, “Let them do _ their worst, 
George Francis Train will still live.”

Washington Items, 


WASHINGTON, March 26. 

Yesterday when the Georgia appoint- 
ments came up, Mr. Sumner, who favors 
Belcher for the Macon Postoffice, re- 
quested a postponement. 

Gen. Gordon visited the President, 
who promised where it was evident 
that corruption had been used to secure 
nominations to Federal offices in Geor- 
gia, either by the use of money or by 
forgeries, such nominations would be 
withdrawn. The indications are that 
the Georgia ring will be beaten, but the 
anxiety of the Senate to adjourn pre- 
cludes the probability of a change in 
the Collector of Customs at Sayannah, 
and it is likely that other Federal in- 
cumbents will remain in office by de- 
fault of Senatorial action, subject, how- 
ever, to Presidential suspension during 
the vacation of Congress.

Alcorn called up wWest’s resolution 
authorizing be committee ou the levees 
of the Mississippi to sit during the re- 
cess at Washington or elsewhere. 

Ferry, of Conn., objected to giving 
this authority, and raised the point of 
order against the resolution. 

Mr. Chandler insisted that nothing 
practical could come out uf this subject, 
and opposed giving the authority, 

After further discussion the point of 
order was overruled by a vote of 26 to 
19, and the resolution was then adopt- 
ed. 

The Senate has adjourned sine die.

An **Apostie®? in Trouble. 


Aveusta, Ga., March 26.—Joseph T. 
Curry, a so-called Apostle of the New 
Dispensation, was tried at Applying, 
Columbia county, Judge Gibson pre- 
siding, charged with adultery and for- 
nication. Curry came from Massachu- 


sons, men and women, oyer a year ago, 
bought land and settled in Columbia 
county. They lived in tents and held 
property 11 common. Curry called 
himself Elijah and Prophet Yahevah, 
supreme in things spiritual and tempo- 
ral. The colony went along swimming- 
ly for a very brief time, but the prophet 
tock to himself too many wives. Jeal- 
ousy and insubordination followed, and 
many returned home, having to be pro— 
vided with free passage to the nearest 
seaport, either Charleston or Savannah. 
Finally, the colony became so demoral- 
ized and Curry so licentious that the 
grand jury indicted him and his queen 
paramour. Curry, robed in white linen 
with his head and feet bare, in imita- 
tion of our Saviour, appeared betore 
the court. His queen appeared in the 
Same attire, With white stockings upon 
ber feet and a white bow upon her head. 
Speaking in bis own detence, he main- 
tained that men and women could live 
together as man and wife without co- 
habitating, and that by mortification 
and prayer they could become pertect. 
He repelled the charge of insanity, dis- 
playing much erudition and familiarity 
with the Scriptures. 

Aiter speeches from the prosecution 
and defence the jury retired, and after 
a half an bour’s absence, returned with 
a verdict of guilty, with a recommen- 
dation of mercy. Sentence will be de- 
ferred for a few woaeks.

MPATION OF THE PORTO 
RICO SLAVES. 


On Saturday, the Spanish Cortez, the 
General Assembly of Spain, passed an 
emancipation Bill, conferring political 
rights on the slaves of Porto Rico, and 
providing for the immediate abolition 
of slavery in that Island. 

There are some provisions annexed to 


the Bill which makes it differ in some 


respects from the franchises conferred 
by the American. Congress on the col- 
ored race in our Southern States. 

The Spanish emancipation, while it 
abolishes slavery immediately, does nct 
clothe the freedmen witb political rights 
instanter. 

The slaves emancipated are required 
to serve three years with their present 
masters or other residents on the Island 
of Porto Rico, and will not be allowed 
to exercise the political privileges of 
Spanish citizens until five years have 
elapsed from the date of their emanci- 
pation. 

Another feature of the Bill is the pro- 
vision for indemnity to the slave owners 
for the value of thcir emamcipated 
property. 

We think the Spanish Cortez acted 
wisely in requiring a service of three 
years of the freedmen, and more espec- 
ially in postponing the enjoyment by 
them of political rights jor five years 
from the time of their emancipation. 

Within that time it is presumable 
they may acquire some knowledge of 
the duties of citizens, and although they 
cannot be expected in so brief a period 
to become competent and intelligent 
citizens, yet they can learn enough to 
prevent some of the political evils which 
must necessarily follow by endowing 
slaves with full and immediate political | 
rights and immunities. 

This measure of the Spanish Cortez 
might well afford instruction to the Con- 
gress of the United States. Perhaps 
the Cortez profited by the unwise ex. 
ample set in America soon after the 


- close of the war, namely, the legislation 


ot Congress conferring upon the colored 
race in the South, perfect political 1ree 
dom—making freedmen suddenly and 
without a moment's preparation for the 
boon, civilly equal with their former 
masters, and thus placing them, in com- 
munities where they had the numerical 
majority, complete masters of the situa- 
tion—without «ny restraint or limit 
whatever. 

It would be to charge the Congress of. 
the United States with being composed 
of a set of block-heads and nincom- 


- poops to intimate that they believed 


such legislation wise and statesmanlike. 
The true solution of the strange policy 
of the Radical party on this subject is 


- to be found in their love of office and 


their desire to retain power, aud hence 
in conferring upon the former slaves of 
the South entire snd immediate politi- 
cal equality, Congress did so with the 
full assurance and belief that the col- 
ored race .would unite their political 
destinies with the Radical party, to 
which they were made to believe they 
were indebted fur all the rights and 
privileges they enjoyed. 

A resolution was introduced in 
Congress on Tuesday, congratulating 
Spain upon the abvlition of slavery in 
Porto Rico. But while Congress is 
congratulating Spain on the passage of 
the emancipation Bill, it will perhaps 
be well for that body to contrast the 
wisdom of some of the features of 
Spanish abolition with its own action 
on the same subject, and learn from it 
that it is a great political wrong to con- 
fer full political power upon slaves. 
until they have been five years at least 
instructed in the duties and responsi- 
bilities pertaining to citizenship. 


GEN. GORDON PRESIDING 
OVER THE SENATE. 


The fact that Vice President Wilson 
called General Gordun. of Geor- 
gia, to the Chair on Tuesday. to preside 
over the Senate for a few moments, was 
made the occasion of a telegraphic 
item by the press reporter at Washing. 
ton City, the dispatch adding : 


“This is the first time an ex-Conied— 
erate bas been .calicd to preside over 
the Senate.” 


This was perhaps intended as a com- 
pliment to anew member. We were 
not, however, aware before that there 
was any special honor for the Presiding 
Officer of either House of Congress to 
call any member to the Chair, and we 
fal to recognize any distinguished 
mark of fayor to the South in that 
‘Gen. Gordon occupied for a short time 
the seat lately made vacant by Schuyler 
Colfax, and which is now the post of 
Henry Wilson. 

The idea of an ex-Contederate Gen- 
eral presiding even temporarily over the 
Senate of the United States, may strike 
some minds at the North as an evidence 
of an advanced state of reconstruction ; 
but if there has been any honor confer- 
red in this case, it is the Senate of the 
United States that has been honored, in 
having in the chairas Presiding Officer 
gentleman of the accomplishments, 
worth, gallantry, integrity and bigh 
character of Joho B. Gordon. 

In calling Gen. Gordon to preside 
over the Senate for a short while, Vice- 
President Wilson may have intended to 
compliment the South, and to show that 
he is willing to treat with decent 


respect a true representative from our 
section, but such a spirit of courtesy is 
due to each member of that body, re- 
gardless of his locality. Upon the 
floor,each Senator is a peer with the 
rest, and entitied to impartial considera- 
tion and courtesy at the hands of the 
President of the Senate: 

During the short time Gen. Gordon 
presided on Tuesday, there was cer- 
tainly an honest man and gentleman in 
the Chair, and the Senate of the United 
States deserves to be congratulated that 
the place was so ably and honorably 
filled for the time being. 


LITERARY LECTURES. 

Mr. Saxe was greeted with a good 
audience on the occasion of his recent 
lecture in this city, but the inclement 
weather prevented many from attend~ 
ing who desired to be present.

Capt. Hope, who by the way isa 
most estimable and popular gentleman, 
has repeated this iecture to several 
audiences in his own State and it bas 
won him pew laurels in tue Jiterary 
field. He isa pleasant speaker, and if 
heconsents to visit Raleigh, we can 
promise those who mzy be so fortunate 
as to hear him an entertaining evening. 

While there are, of course, in our 
City, as in all others, & class of people 
who prefer to go to circuses and to hear 
the senseless butioonery of clowns and 
ring masters, rather than to attend lit- 
erary lectures, still there are enough 
persons of cultivated minds and liter- 
ary taste in Raleigh to make upa good 
audience for literary entertainments of 
a high order. This was proved in the 
recent visit of Mr. Saxe, and had the 
weather becn more favorable the at- 


tendance would have been = much 
larger than it was.

GIA APPOINrTMENTS. 

The two Radical wings among the 
Georgia politicians, like those of North 
Carolina, are fighting savagely ia Wash- 
ington City, over the Federal spuils.

The bill passed by the Spanish Cortes 
abolishing slavery in Porto Rico, has 
one provision in it that was not in the 
original bill. Spain has shifted the 
payment of the indemity to the owners 
of slaves from her own shoulders entire- 
ly. Originally Spain proposed to pay 

artof this money; now it seems the 
whole is to be paid by Porto Rico. At 
least this is what we understand by its 
being “charged exclusively to the Por- 
to Rico budget.” This bill was the last 
important act of the Cortes. A disso- 
lution was soon after unanimously 
voted, amid the greatest excitement. 
All parties hope to gain by an appeal to 
the country. Each claims to represent 
the sentiment. of the Spanish people, 
and undoubtedly‘believes that it does so. 
Even ex-Queen Isabella never gave up 
the idea that her deposition was effec- 
ted against the popular wish. 


A number of returned emigrants have 
arrived in New York from Brazil. They 
found, according to their statements, 
that they had been deluded into settling 
in Brazil by assertions that were totally 
false.

At the 
first opportanity in the spring he re- 
turned, and never again braved the far 
North. Three hundred years later, 
Captain Carlsen landed by chance on 
Spitzbergen. He brings home a strange 
tale. As he reached the shore the old 
encampment of Barentz appeared to 
him like a vision. The huts were stil! 
there, just as Mynheer had left them. 
In the rude hearth lay the relics of the 
utterly dead and long extinguished fire. 
Upon a shelf were books from the old 
Dutchman’s library—a work on naviga- 
tion, the latest edition published before 
he had sailed, and a history of China 
translated into Dutch. Jugs and dishes, 
wherein had been prepared the drink 
and food of the adventurers, were scat- 
tered here and there, and even a pair 
of shoes were found which bad belong- 
ed to a little cabin boy who, as say the 
records, had died upon the voyage. 
There were a!so quaint engravings, and 
a curious mathematical instrument, in- 
tended to assist in obtaining longitude, 
All these articles were carefully collected, 
and were brought to Europe on Carl- 
sen’s return. 

A Sap Case. A lady who ected as 
pianist ina saloon recently puiled by 
the Jersey City police, claims to bea 
daughter of John Hutchinson Garner, 
Belfast, Ireland, late Colonel of the 
Fortieth British Infantry, and a man of 
great Wealth. His daughter made an 
unacceptable match some ycars ago 
with Wm. Francis Hull, then cashier of 
the Ulster Bank, Belfast, and owner of 
a small estate. The husband became 
dissipated, and, having spent all, came 
to this country, sent his three children 
to Ward’s Island, and disappeared. His 
wife, whose musical education is exce!- 
Jent, could fiad no better situation than 
the one aforesaid, of whos2 nature she 
was ignorant. Justice Lambert, before 
whom she was tuken, has written to 
Colonel Garner and to Mrs. Hull’s 
brother-in-law, Mr. Robert Herron, of 
Perdegon House, Killyleigh, and their 
replies are anxiously awaited. 
Dr. Trall, of Philadelphia, is the 
coming prophet. We are to have a pe- 
riod of pestilence. Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptuueare all approach- 
ing the earth. In their train come 
plague, famine, intensely hot and bitter- 
ly col2 weather. It is not very consol- 
ing to nervous people here to turn to 
Griffith’s Annals ot Maryland. Accord- 
ing to this very faithful, but very coo- 
fused authority, in 1789 and 1790, 
“There raged throughout the county an 
epidemic called the influenza. It was 
remarked that the summer of tie for- 
mer year had been uscommonly warm” 
—think of the hundred in the shade of 
1872—“witb great drought; and that, 
like the yellow fever which followed, the 
‘influenzn’—was contagious in the at- 
mosphere, but not by personal commu 
nication.” It was said to be produced 
by a sudden vegetable putrefaction.
